66 HAT’S that?” “Does 
that bird have a 
mommy?” “Does he sleep 
in a bed?” “Why does the 
puppy eat that way?” “Who 
put the water in the pond?” 

On and on go the questions 
asked by the child from two to 
five. He may ask ten questions 
in‘twehty m' if you answer 
him kindly, That's the way he 
has of expressing his 
curlosity. He likes to talk and 
to hear you talk, 

Some mothers write that- they 
are worn out trying ‘to answer 
the young child’s questlons. 
Some parents get vexed at the 
young interrogator and tell him 
not to ask so many questions or 
such “foolish” ancy, 

It can become tiresome, 
especially when he asks so 
many one can’t answer. 

But if we discourage his in- 
quiries, he may gradually: give 
up. By the time he enters 
school, he may ask almost none, 
By that time, either his curlosity 
will hove waned or he will be 
trying harder. to: find out the 
answers for himsclf,: -He’s at 
his best when, on learning to 
read, he finds answers from the 
printed page.

And 
we should never become vexed 
when his questions are too dif- 
ficult for us to answer, We 
can always look them up in a 
book or encyclopaedia or call 
up sometone who will know.
